Shooting Primer 


Should one be inquisitive about the 
sport of Bench Rest Shooting, but 
doesn’t know how to start, he should 
read these instructions: 1. Obtain 
an Official Rule Book from NBRSA 
Headquarters, Mrs. Bernice E. Mc- 
Mullen, 607 West Line St., Minerva, 
Ohio 44657. 2. At the same time, 
send her $8.00 for one year’s mem- 
bership. Anyone will save money by 
doing this, if he attends more than 
three registered matches a year. 
3. From this Rule Book, a shooter 
will be able to choose the class of 
Bench Rest Shooting he prefers. 
4, Pages two, three and eighteen de- 
scribe the rifles and their limitations. 


The act of Bench Rest Shooting 
consists of sitting at a bench with 
a rifle resting on sand bags. The ob- 
ject of this position is to eliminate, 
as much as possible, the errors en- 
countered in the process of holding 
and firing a rifle. Bench Rest Shoot- 
ing is a sport, competitive or indi- 
vidual. The personal satisfaction 
gained in the ability to place one 
bullet on top of another, thus mak- 
ing a one hole group at 100 Yards 
and often at 200 Yards, has capti- 
vated an enthusiastic interest of many 
shooters for this kind of sport. It is 
particularly suited to both men and 
women who are not interested in 
indulging in the more vigorous or 
active sports. Therefore many Bench 
Rest Shooters are of the older set. 


This does not mean, however, that it 
does not present a challenge to the 
younger shooter; it will engage and 
tax his capabilities as well. 

The current popularity of this kind 
of shooting was generated by the 
organization of The National Bench 
Rest Shooters Association in the years 
1949 and 1950. At that time a com- 
petitive program was introduced and 
has since been expanded. 

Once an individual has selected the 
most appealing Bench Rest Class. it is 
very important that he attends some 
of the Matches. Here he will learn 
much by asking questions, observing 
the equipment and methods used for 
loading and shooting. Any Bench 
Rest Shooter is more than anxious to 
help a newcomer. 

The equipment needed to partici- 
pate is available, for the most part, 
from PRECISION SHOOTING adver- 
tisers. It includes rifles, telescopes, 
rests, sand bags, loading tools, bullets, 
cleaning materials, powder, primers, 
etc. 

Lastly, if possible, get the advice 
of a person in the game before mak- 
ing purchases.

WINTER MEETING 
SUPPLEMENT 


Rule Book Coverage of 
Group Measurement Procedure 


At the Eastern Region Winter Meet- 
ing, Harrisburg, Pa., October 19 you 
asked that I review the adequacy of 
current NBRSA rule book coverage of 
group measurement procedure, and 
recommend additions or corrections 
if necessary. 

The present rule (Section 3, para- 
graph I, page 10) reads: 

GROUP MEASUREMENTS: 
“Groups are to be measured by any 
method approved by the NBRSA in 
one thousandths of an inch. The 
Sweany Reticle Rule will be the only 
official measuring device used at all 
registered matches. In measuring 
groups fired with calibers larger than 
.22, unless the reticle is calibrated 
for the caliber to be measured, the 
measurement shall be made from the 
extreme outside edges of the two 
widest bullet holes and the actual 
differential of the larger calibers 
shall be subtracted from the measure- 
ment read on the Sweany measuring 
scale.” 

I see nothing seriously wrong with 
the rule as written. I’m sure every- 
one by now understands that the 
Sweany rule is not the only instru- 
ment allowed; in fact I believe we 
now accept the words Sweany Rule or 
its equivalent. Aside from this small 
point, I believe the main discussion 
at the meeting centered on the cor- 
rections to be made when other than 
the proper reticle was used to 
measure groups. Accordingly, I be- 
lieve TABLE 1 might help measuring 
crews in making proper corrections 
when improper reticles are used.

When a substantially smaller than 
bullet diameter reticle is used, sub- 
tract the following from the edge to 
edge measurement.

(1) Use of a larger than bullet di- 
ameter reticle is not recommend- 
ed as greater judgment is in- 
volved in positioning it correctly 
over the bullet hole or group 
edge. 

(2) Bullets do not cut bullet diameter 
holes. Clearly visible holes with 
nice black edges are generally 
.007” under bullet diameter. 


Measuring rule reticle diameters 
probably vary substantially from in- 
strument to instrument throughout 
the Clubs that sponsor NBRSA match- 
es. Bob Hart feels that a diameter 
of .217” is best for 22 caliber, .236” 
for 6mm and .301” for 30 caliber, ie. 
his recommended reticle diameters 
closely approximate visible bullet 
hole prints. 

Table 1, while adequate, may not 
be exact in cases in which the reticle 
diameter is “way off”. If we were 
able to see the two extreme bullet 
hole edges distinctly and measure the 
precise distance between them, then 
for any sized reticle we should use 
the expression: 

Group equals (X + d — b) where 
X equals distance between extreme 
edges of bullet holes (vernier or dial 
mike reading) ; d equals exact diame- 
ter of reticle; b equals exact diameter 
of bullet. 

In practice it is possible to get sur- 
prisingly accurate group measure- 
ments by measuring the distance be- 
tween the two extreme black bullet 
print edges using a finely divided 
graduated machinist’s ruler and a 
flashlight magnifier then subtracting 
bullet diameter less .007”. 

In conclusion I would change the 
wording in Section 3, paragraph L, 
page 10 to read “Sweany rule or its 
equivalent” and add Table 1 for uni- 
formity and convenience of cor- 
rections whenever a smaller than 
bullet diameter reticle is used.

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NEW NBRSA WORLD RECORDS 

The 5 shot, 200 yard, Light Var- 
mint rifle record, currently held by 
Mr. John Bunch, was broken twice 
on July 31, 1968 at the National Var- 
mint Championship Matches spon- 
sored by the Tulsa Bench Rest Club, 
Tulsa, Oklahoma. 

Mr. A. G. Rogers lowered Bunch’s 
0.303” record to 0.272” in Relay 2, 
Match 7. About 15 minutes later Dr. 
Sam Nadler lowered Rogers’ record 
to 0.253” in Relay 1, Match 8. Ac- 
cordingly, both Rogers and Nadler 
are record breakers though Rogers’ 
honor lasted only a short time. 

Rogers fired a .222 with 722 action 
and 20” Hart barrel gunsmithed by 
Coleman. His rifle weighed 10 Ibs., 
6 oz. and was topped with a 20X Ly- 
man scope. His load was 21.5 grains 
of Hercules #7 powder, 51 grain Mc- 
Millan bullets and RWS primers. 

Nadler fired a Gillman “Tom Cat’, 
smithed and stocked by Gillman, Hart 
barrel, Lyman 30X scope, weight 10 
Ibs., 3 0z. with a load of 22.0 grains 
of 4198, his own 75 51 grain bullets 
and Rem. 7% primers.

First let me thank you and Precision 
Shooting for the fine work you are doing. 
I do have a gripe however, not at you 
or your magazine, but at some of the 
shooters. 


I would like to use an article in the 
August issue of Precision Shooting as 
an example. This is about Mr. Oakley’s 
world record. Please understand that 
this is no reflection on Mr. Oakley. I 
am only using this as an example, es- 
pecially since this involved a world 
record. 

Mr. Oakley says he used a Shilen 
barrel, sleeved Remington action, Ly- 
man scope, Ball powder, Rem. primers, 
and his own bullets. This last item is 
it. If Mr. Oakley made the dies that 
those bullets were made in that would 
be exactly the way to list them. I don't 
think he did and if he didn’t the man 
who did should get some credit. 

There is probably more precision work 
involved in making a set of bullet dies 
than any other thing involved in our 
shooting game. So please, fellas, let's 
list things as they really are. If a per- 
son would say own bullets, B&A dies 
or whatever they are, everyone involved 
would get credit for his work. 

I think this should be done at every 
match and especially any time a record 
is involved.

Lary Kuse of Kansas City 
finished 5th with .6139 firing a 13% 
pound rifle due to a broken extractor 
on the heavy bench rifle.

Some Notes 
On the Olympzcs 


The shooting events of the XIX 
Olympiad at Mexico City are now 
history. The results are not particu- 
larly satisfying to us in the United 
States. The USSR total of five medals 
(2 gold, 1 silver, and 2 bronze) places 
them ahead of us with three medals 
(1 gold and 2 silver). The West Ger- 
man team also won these medals 
equaling our total. The battle for 
shooting supremacy between the USA 
and the USSR has been very close 
and it would be easy to attribute this 
one to “breaks” but I don’t feel that 
this is the route to take. Instead, we 
need to analyze our weaknesses and

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look ahead to the 1970 World Shoot- 
ing Championships in Phoenix, Ari- 
zona with greater determination on 
the part of all our shooters. 

This month I would like to relate 
some of my observations of the shoot- 
ing activities in the Olympics. Of 
traditional interest to American 
shooters is the equipment used by 
the American competitors and by the 
winners. In smallbore rifle, 1968 
must be regarded as another An- 
schutz year—five of the six 50m 
medalists used Anschutz. Only 50m 
3-position bronze medalist Vitali Par- 
kimovitsch of Russia used another 
rifle (Russian), and he told us after 
the match that he was switching to 
Anschutz next year. The other Rus- 
sian smallbore position shooter, Kon- 
yakin, did use an Anschutz. Jan Kur- 
ka of Czechoslovakia, the prone gold 
medalist, used an Anschutz standard 
rifle with a hook butt-plate. A heavy 
weight was fastened to the muzzle. 
The other two prone medalists, Ham- 
merl and Ballinger, both used An- 
schutz free rifles (M1413). Bernd 
Klingner won the 50m position match 
with an Anschutz that still had the 
original 1954 style stock. Klingner 
had what appeared to be 8-10 ounces 
of lead attached to the barrel at the 
muzzle. Jack Writer, our silver medal 
winner, used an Anschutz with a new 
style stock and a Freeland palm rest. 
Except for the RWS R50 used by 
Klingner, all of the ammunition used 
by the 50m medal winners was Eley 
Tenex. 

The rifles used by the other Ameri- 
can smallbore shooters were An- 
schutz. John Foster had a pre-1968 
stock on his Model 1413 position rifle. 
He had shortened the stock and re- 
placed the curved butt-plate with a 
non-curved vertically adjusting plate. 
His trigger was an Anschutz two- 
stage trigger. Both Writer and Fos- 
ter extended weights from the fore- 
end of the rifle that brought the total 
weights with palm rest to over 17 
pounds. Foster, in addition, used an 
Anschutz prone rifle for shooting in 
that position. Lones Wigger used a 
Hollister stocked Anschutz with a 
removable cheek-piece for his compe- 
tition in the 50m prone event. For 
the same event, I used an Anschutz 
barreled action in a thumb-hole stock 
of my own design completed by Ray 
Behnay of Fort Benning. This rifle 
has an extension bolt going under 
the rifle to facilitate left hand oper-

ation from the shoulder. All our am- 
munition this year was Eley Tenex. 
The triggers on Writer’s, Wigger’s, 
and my own rifles were made by Karl 
Kenyon. 

The rifles used by the top 300m 
shooters are interesting in several 
respects. Third place winner Kurt 
Muller of Switzerland fired a 7.5mm 
Swiss cartridge which is slightly big- 
ger in case capacity than our .308. 
Muller used a Fuhrter action with a 
Hammerli barrel. His rifle was 
equipped with a single stage set trig- 
ger and a stock having a thumb rest 
but no thumb hole. The unique 
feature of Muller’s rifle is the way 
the action is bedded. Four lugs pro- 
trude from the sides of the action 
and these lugs are opposed by metal 
blocks set in the stock which is quite 
wide in the area of the action. The 
four action screws pull down on these 
lugs and not the action itself. The 
other Swiss 300m competitor, Ervin 
Vogt (5th place), used a Hammerli- 
Tanner 7.5mm Swiss with a two-stage 
set trigger. Vogt and the Russian, 
Kornev, both tied the 300m prone 
record, a good accuracy standard, 
and both of them were using ammu- 
nition manufactured in national ar- 
senals. This challenges our own 
preference for handloads. 

The rifles used by the Russians 
Kornev (2nd) and Kveliaschvili (4th) 
were of Russian manufacture. Kor- 
nev’s rifle was quite standard having 
a set trigger and the usual small pistol 
grip, but Kveliaschvili’s rifle was 
unique in several respects. He has 
added about 1% inches to the depth to 
the fore-end and about one inch to the 
height of his cheek-piece. Kvelia- 
schvili’s rifle has sights which are 
adjustable for height and he has 
raised these sights much higher than 
normal above the bore. I have raised

my own sights about 3/8” above nor- 
mal and I suspect we are doing this 
for the same reason. A higher line 
of sight in relation to the barrel re- 
duces the potential error caused by 
cant variation, and lower barrel in 
relation to the shoulder reduces the 
upward rotational movement of the 
rifle during recoil. We are especially 
concerned with the portion of recoil 
that takes place while the bullet is 
still in the barrel. Kveliaschvili was 
adjusting his set trigger up to about 
1% pounds for standing position. 
The 300m rifles used by John Fos- 
ter (7th) and myself featured Hart- 
barreled Remington 40-X actions. 
Both barrels have 1 in 14 twists, 
something that precludes our using 
190 grain bullets in case of heavy 
wind. Foster duplicated the An- 
schutz stock design, used Anschutz 
sights and his own modified butt- 
plate, and his own palm rest. His 
trigger is an Anschutz two-stage 
modified for use on the 40-X action. 
My 300m rifle is designed to match 
my 50m rifle in weight, balance, and 
stock dimensions. I used a Redfield 
rear sight, Anschutz front sight, a 
palm rest of my own design, and a 
butt-plate by Vern Wyllie. I replaced 
the original Anschutz butt-plate in 
order to eliminate over a pound of 
weight from the back end of the rifle. 
My trigger is a Remington set trigger 
originally manufactured in 1959. I 
have persisted in using a set trigger, 
even though I use a heavy pull, be- 
cause I have distrusted the inconsis- 
tencies inherent in having the trigger 
connected directly to the firing pin. 
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The ammunition which Foster and 
I used in the 300m match was all 
handloaded. Our .308 loads were 
made from Western brass, Reming- 
ton 9% primers, and Sierra 168 gr. 
bullets. Foster used 39 grains of 3031 
and I used 41 grains. The bullets 
were all air gauged for size and then 
weighed. All powder charges were 
weighed on an electronic scale. In 
selecting our brass, we have been 
forced to abandon the normal se- 
lection process used by bench rest 
shooters because the amount of fir- 
ing necessary to select the 500 or so 
pieces of brass we need to keep our 
rifle going through a match or try- 
out series would almost wear our 
barrels out before we got them to a 
match. We did, however, attempt to 
select our brass in another way. Fos- 
ter turned the necks of his cases, full 
length sized, and then spun the load- 
ed rounds ejecting the rounds with 
excessive runout. I loaded the virgin 
brass first and checked the loaded 
rounds on a spin gauge throwing out 


the wild ones. I also measured the 
outside diameter of the case necks 
for size and uniformity over the load- 
ed bullets and segregated my cases in 
this way. After I fired these rounds 
in practice, I full-length resized and 
once more checked the loaded rounds 
on a spin gauge. I might add that 
the latter operation proved almost 
unnecessary after my initial brass 
selection.

Letter to 
The President 


I am a long-time target shooter, 
and have done and still do a lot of 
shooting off the bench, but I am not 
a competitive bench-rest shooter. I 
am not a member of the NBRSA, and 
have no guns which would offer seri- 
ous competition in that area. 


Our club (San Gabriel Valley Gun 
Club) has recently sponsored several 
hunter rifle matches, however, and 
I shot in one of them. Considering 
that I was using an unmodified Model 
70, .243 Winchester, with a hunting 
scope which was shooting 3” high 
and an inch right, I didn’t do too 
badly. 


I was amazed, however, at seeing 
the other guns on the line, many of 
which were (in my humble opinion) 
no more hunting rifles than is my 
17# Mauser free rifle built by Roy 
Dunlap for the 1958 Olympics. The 
only reason they could be so classi- 
fied was that they met weight and 
other restrictions. 

At the same time, I have a beauti- 
ful Ruger #1 single shot, .308, a 
beautiful Hauck single shot, .243, and 
several Winchester single shot high 
walls, all of them in standard hunt- 
ing calibres with barrels and stocks 
of standard hunting shapes and 
weights, which I was told are ineli- 
gible for this type of competition be- 
cause they lack a magazine capable 
of holding two rounds as required 
by the rules. 

I went to that match with enthusi- 
asm. I came away disappointed, and 
will probably not enter another of 
these matches until such time as they 
are restricted to truly hunting rifles. 

This is just my own personal re- 
action, and perhaps it is not shared 
by many, but I thought you might be 
interested.

Dear Mr. Jackman: 


I am interested in your reaction to 
your first Hunter Rifle match. I can 
understand how you view the pro- 
gram. 

I am asking that the Secretary of 
NBRSA send you a copy of the rules. 
If you will peruse and study them 
as they apply to the Hunter rifle, I 
think you may be able to see how 
the Directors tried to protect the 
original intention of this class rifle. 

I might say that for the most part 
the rules seem to work quite well. 
And, how they might have been writ- 
ten, or could be changed to improve 
the program, I honestly don’t know. 

The original idea was_ basically 
presented in an attempt to interest 
potential bench shooters to attend 
matches. We felt that if there were 
a type of competition (semi-formal) 
for the deer hunter and like, that the 
hunter might join NBRSA and move 
up to some of the more formal compe- 
titions. This has worked very well 
actually. 

The classification system was in- 
cluded for the first time in B.R. com- 
petition, to equalize things. For the 
most part it operates quite well. We 
did not want to prevent anyone from 
trying to improve his guns, loads, 
etc., and still use a hunting rifle. We 
felt that many bench resters were 
relatively highly skilled in the gun 
field. And, that their advice and help 
offered to the relatively unskilled 
would introduce the beginner in 
Bench shooting to the feeling of 
samaraderie that marks the bench 
game as exceptional. 

I know how you feel about the 
single shots. I have a number my- 
self. In fact, I have some Popes that 
would be quite competitive muzzle 
loaded. However, few people use 
single shot rifles for hunting, al- 
thought we do have one exclusive 
club here in Maine where the only 
guns permissible for deer hunting are 
single shots. 

But, aside from all this I hope you 
will reconsider, work that Model 70 
over a bit and compete again with 
us. 

I also would like to urge you to 
join NBRSA. One with your past 
experience in shooting will find that 
bench shooting is a real challenge, a 
lot of fun, and you’ll meet a lot of 
nice guys and girls.

For 
the shooters who are firing in both 
classes, we do recommend that where 
possible they come prepared to fire 
the complete course without re-load- 
ing. This might be particularly to 
your advantage during the early 
shoots when darkness comes early. 


To the new shooters: We welcome 
you to our happy gang and want you 
to benefit fully from the know-how 
and knowledge that some of the ex- 
perienced shooters can pass on to 
you. There are few secrets in this 
sport and it has always been the 
policy of most Bench Resters to ex- 
change information. This fact, prob- 
ably more than any other, has made 
the Bench Rest fraternity the most 
knowledgeable group of shooters in 
the entire world. Many new shooters 
feel that if they do not make a good 
showing, they might be embarrassed 
and drop out. This is the biggest mis- 
take. Everyone is trying to win but 
surprisingly, the winner will usually 
let you know how to improve if you 
let your pride allow you to ask. The 
best equipment in the country is a 
poor substitute for loading and shoot- 
ing skills that come from practice, 
competition and experience. So get 
in there, shoot, observe, ask ques- 
tions and stay with it. If you have 
the spirit to win and keep trying, 
learn from the mistakes and really 
enjoy it, EVERYONE will be a win- 
ner. 


We expect to spend some time at the 
range this fall in the near future to 
work on the benches, target frames, 
etc. Some of the benches are getting 
a little wobbly in the joints due to 
the constant moving around that they 
are subjected to. We fully realize 
that added rigidity is greatly desired 
at the bench. There will also be 
larger, more legible target numbers 
at the target frames. 


Refreshments will be served in the 
kitchen as during the past few years;

Hunter Class Rifle Program 


MATCH DATES: January 12 and 26, 
February 9 and 23, March 9 and 
23, April 13 and 27, 1969. In the 
event of bad weather and the can- 
cellation of any match, the Sunday 
of March 30 will be kept open for 
a make-up match. 

TIME: Matches will commence 
promptly at 12:00 noon. 

PLACE: Millerton Gun Club on Rte. 
#22. This is 3/4 mile south of the 
Millerton traffic light at junction 
of routes 22 & 44. 

MATCH PROGRAM: All firing will 
be done from under covered firing 
points from benches furnished by 
SS&D. All firing will be at {9 yds. 
on the regulation NBRSA Hunter 
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rifle target having 6 bulls per 
paper. One shot at each bull for 
the five record shots and extra bull 
is a sighter on which any number 
of shots can be taken. The first 
target each day will be a practice 
target and the following 5 targets 
for record for a possible score of 
250 points. Shooters should be pre- 
pared to fire 35 or more shots. 10 
minutes will be allowed for each 
target. 


MATCH FEES: First match for each 
contestant will be $6.00 and all 
subsequent matches will be $5.00. 
Fee for second rifle will be $2.50. 


RULES: Our purpose is to follow as 
closely as possible the rules as out- 
lined by the NBRSA. 


1. Rifle w/scope must not weigh 
fore than 10#. 

2. Scope power must not exceed 
6x magnification. Variable 
scopes are permissible provided 
they are set on 6x and taped in 
place by the range officer. 

3. Rifle must have a capacity of 3 
or more ctges capable of being 
fired in the rifle, i.e.: a maga- 
zine capacity of two or more. 

4. Rifle must have an operable 
safety. 

5. Fore-arm must be not more than 
2%” wide at any point and with 
a convex curve on bottom of 
fore-arm and butt. 

6. Bore diameter must be at least 
6mm or larger. 

7. Ctge. must have a capacity of at 
least the equivalent of a stand- 
ard 30/30 case, i.e.: 45 grs. of 
water. 

8. Custom actions are not per- 
mitted. 


In regard to the REMINGTON Mod. 
700 BDL Varmint rifle; these guns 
are legal in cals. 6mm or more and 
provided the barrel has been cut ap- 
prox. 2%” from the factory length. 
A chart of acceptable muzzle diame- 
ters is available from SS&D on re- 
quest. 

HUNTER CLASS RATINGS: Master 
Hunter 228 to 250 inc.; Hunter 200 
to 227 inc.; Novice Hunter 0 to 199 
inc. 


AWARDS: A trophy will be awarded 
to each first place winner in each 
class for each Sunday’s shoot. In 
addition an award certificate suit- 
able for framing will be given to 
any shooter who shoots a score of 
240 or better and a special award 
to any shooter who shoots a per- 
fect 250 score.

Home Made 
Bullet Press

Dear Mr. Tooly: 

After nearly three months of trying, 
I've finally gotten this down on paper. 
It has been difficult. I'm a machinist, 
not a writer. 

I hope I have written it so it can be 
understood. 

This is the second press I've designed 
and built. It seems as close to per- 
fection as I can come. It probably isn’t 
the best, but I do think it’s a step in that 
direction. 

I first started making bullets in stand- 
ard loading presses, but by misalign- 
ment of ram or excess clearance be- 
tween ram and frame they would allow 
the squirt die punch to become nicked 
around its edge. This would leave a 
small fin of lead on the core. In trying 
to get perfect alignment between die 
and punch, I came up with the idea of 
modifying a commercial die set and at- 
taching linkage to open and close it. 

I ordered the die set from Danly Ma- 
chine Tool Specialties with eight inch 
long pins for under $30.00. The work 
can be done by anyone familiar with 
hand tools. If this is not possible, you 
could have a local machine shop do the 
parts for you. 

I showed the press here at the Modes- 
to Rifle Club regional bench rest shoot 
and did get some favorable comments. 
Al Hobbs suggested maybe the press 
should have two toggle links instead of 
one.

First bolt the complete die set to 
the lathe face plate. Bore and thread 
hole 7/8” -14 NF centered between 
pins and 1 3/4” in from edge opposite 
pins through upper and lower parts 
of die set. Then move die set over 
1 1/4” toward pins and bore and 
thread hole 3/8” NC for ejector rod 
through upper part only. When this 
is done slide the top half of die set 
off pins and drill 17/32” clearance 
hole in base of die set for ejector rod. 

Remove die set from lathe and cut 
off mounting ears. You could leave 
these on if you wanted to use press 
vertical instead of horizontal as I 
have done.

The linkage pin is 1/2 x 1 x 8 3/4” 
long cold rolled steel with 5/8” holes 
in each end 1/2” in from the ends. 


The ejector rod is 1/2” diameter 
cold rolled steel turned in lathe to 
3/8” diameter by 3/4” long on one 
end and threaded 3/8” NC. The over- 
all length is 10”. 

The two uprights that are bolted 
to the top of the press that the toggle 
hinges on are made from two pieces 
1/2 x 2 x 2” with 1” radius on one 
end, Drill and ream for 3/8” dowel 
in center of radius. In the opposite 
end of pieces drill two holes in each 
piece 3/4” deep on 1” centers. Tap 
these four holes 1/4” -20 NC. These 
two pieces bolt to the top half of die 
set with 1/4 x 1” Allen head cap 
screws. Center these pieces on 3” 
centers on center line of 7/8” thread- 
ed hole in top of die set. 


The toggle bar is made from 2 x 
21/2 x 4” long mild steel with 1 1/2 
x 1 1/2 U shaped hole cut in 2” side 
of block. Cut two slots 1/2” wide by 
1” deep in same side on 3” centers. 


The handle is 5/8” cold rolled 18” 
long. The weight on handle is 2” in 
diameter by 3” long cold rolled with 
5/8” hole bored through it. This 
weight can be adjusted on handle by 
small set screw. 

The holes for the dowels in the 
toggle bar are 1/2” from each edge. 
Then drill and tap opposite corner 
for Allen head shouldered bolt to 
connect linkage. The bolts are 5/8” 
diameter shoulder 1/2” long - 3/8” 
NC thread. 


The base of my press is 3/8 x 4 x 8” 
flat bar bolted to side of lower die 
set with flat head Allen screws and 
then bolted to bench. 


The ejector rod has a small duck 
head shaped part that is adjustable 
on the ejector rod. This contacts 
ejector pin in the dies which then 
knocks out cores or cores seated in 
jackets or finished hullets. 


I’ve made a micrometer punch 
holder to make adjusting the dies 
easier.

with irons. At the end of the scope 
day there were only four beaming 
countenances (see picture) in con- 
trast to eleven 1600’s at the 1967 Fall 
Round-Up — a new range record... 
3200’s just weren’t in the cards... 
with conditions the way they were. 
As Don Adams commented after 
the first match, “You have a rough 
range!” It can be challenging. 
When it comes to the Dewar metal- 
lic, that’s Karl Kenyon’s specialty, 
having staked his claim a couple of 
times at Perry. He did not disappoint 
us, outmaneuvering 100-yd wind cur- 
rents for a 400-37X win over Bill 
Krilling’s 400-35X, Nels Nelson’s 400- 
34X, and Cliff Pierson’s 400-33X (re- 
member our lefthanded friend, who 
wouldn’t give up ... offset his sights, 
and aims with his right eye). Com- 
pensating for a slow start, Dean 
Bahrman snapped to attention and

began to pour it on. At 100-yds, he 
had 400-34X, followed by Tom Whit- 
aker — 400-29X; Krilling and Nelson 
— 400-25X, for the only possibles. 
Looking down the line, scores such 
as 399-20X, 398-19X, and 397-16X are 
indicative of the switching action. 
A well-defined mirage was helpful. 

Moving the frames up to the short 
range, probable winners began to 
take shape. Foremost among them 
at that point were Bill Krilling and 
Nels Nelson, the only ones clean. 
Krilling’s record and experience 
made him the favorite and, in ad- 
dition, he was working hard for a 
1600 — until, he had a bad round in 
the first stage at 50-meters. That 
6 o’clock shot was destined to cost 
him both the Metallic and Grand Ag- 
gregates. No matter how good the 
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ammo is, they haven’t yet succeeded 
in screening out the “bloopers”. 

It was Bahrman again at 50-meters, 
edging Don Adams 400-33X to 400- 
32X. Tom Guerin had 400-30X, and 
Ray Lewis, 400-29X. The only other 
400’s were by Doug Beede and Gun- 
narsson. Krilling had 399-35X ... 
That was the rough one! 

Dean Bahrman was still turned on 
at 50-yds, scoring 400-35X; as Martin 
Gunnarsson was runner-up — 400- 
34X; Doug Beede — 400-34X; Bob 
Boydston, Don Adams, George Had- 
ley — 400-33X. Krilling, apparently, 
was still unnerved and/or disgusted 
by that bad round at 50-meters, when 
he lost another point at 50-yds. Again, 
though, he had the high X-count — 
399-36X ... It was a costly fumble, 
throwing the Aggregate into the wait- 
ing arms of teammate Bahrman.

National Any Sight Champ George 
Stidworthy lost no time in making 
his move with scope, although his 
400-39X deadlock with Cliff Pierson 
over the Dewar Course had to be re- 
solved by ye olde Creedmoor system. 
It did appear in the 50-yd stage that 
everyone on the line who had en- 
tered the special 20X match was 
shooting for a 20X mug. (Some were 
disappointed that a plaque had been 
substituted this year for the tradition- 
al mug.) Among the 39 other 400’s, 
top scorers were Adams, Arthur Ser- 
abian of Fresno, and Herb Hollister, 
compiling 400-37X’s. 

It wasn’t easy to detect just what 
was going on behind the murky fa- 
cade at 100-yds. But, National 
Champion Don Adams was overdue 
and came through with a 400-37X to 
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400-35X win over Capt. Rhody Norn- 
berg of the Air Force, followed by 
Stidworthy’s 400-34X, and 400-33X’s 
by Hollister, Krilling, Pierson, and 
Vic Auer. 

Winds became capricious at 50- 
meters, leading off with myriad shifts 
in angle. It was a test of doping 
strategy ... but, either way meant 
taking a calculated risk. Some who 
shot fast were caught in the worst 
conditions, while the more cautious 
or slower shooters benefited. NRA 
Director Forrest (Doggie) Kline, who 
entertained his friends during the 
rough part of the Ist stage so that 
they couldn’t hold for laughing, 
settled down for an outstanding 400- 
38X. (His “friends” each dropped 2 
points.) Runner-up Dean Bahrman 
took his time as did Doug Beede for 
400-36X’s. Scoring 400-34X’s were 
Pierson; Maurice Scheu of Modesto, 
Calif.; William T. (Bill) Atkinson of 
Atkinson-Marquardt barrel fame, and 
Hollister. I would have gladly do- 
nated my 400 to a worthy cause... 
such as George Stidworthy with 399- 
36X; Vie Auer, whose close one was 
so doubtful that they used more than 
one gauge, we understand, when he 
challenged; he had 399-35X, as did 
Bill Krilling. All three lost their 
1600's.

It continued to be tricky during 
the final stage of the 50-yd match. 
Doping at short range had been main- 
ly by “feel”, at the firing line. An 
approaching storm front was gener- 
ating a bit of wind activity, which 
played havoc, unexpectedly, with 
three more clean aggregates. Cliff 
Pierson went down with 399-37X. 
“1600 King” Hollister practically had 
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1600 #30 in his grasp, until one 
slipped out at 10 o’clock — for a 399- 


36X. Nels Nelson had such a close 
one another of the heartbreaker 
variety. Krilling and Victor Auer 


had a private duel going at 50-yds, 
but Bill Krilling was “the victor’, 
not Auer, by a 1X margin — 400-39X 
to 400-38X%. Ending up with 400-37X’s 
were Bob Graupensperger, a junior; 
Beede, Nornberg, Marine Capt. Jim 
Hill, and Stidworthy. 

DON ADAMS maintained a guarded 
pace with a 400-33X at 50-yds, as did 
Bahrman, who was 1 X behind. So, 
the National Champion took the Fall 
Round-Up Any Sight title, totaling 
1600-140X ... flanked by Nornberg’s 
1600-138X, Bahrman’s 1600-133X, and 
a 1600-132X by Western Nationals 
Champ Doug Beede, of Walnut Creek, 
Calif. Adams and Bahrman were wel- 
comed into the Los Angeles Rifle & 
Revolver Club’s original “1600 Club”, 
Nornberg and Beede having previ- 
ously qualified. 

We all know that winning is a 
mixture of luck and skill. As Dean 
Bahrman frankly admitted, “I had 
the breaks.” In fact, so did the other 
three who shot 1600’s as they well 
know. Not detracting in the least 
from their very fine performances — 
for, in that fast company, shooting 
one of only four 1600’s is something 
to be proud of. My reference to their 
being lucky is that they could have 
all been out-X’d had certain of the 
eight with 1599’s gotten their ex- 
tremely close shots. Check the fol- 
lowing X-counts: Stidworthy — 146- 
X; Pierson and Krilling — 143X; Hol- 
lister and Auer — 140X; Kline — 133- 
X; Nelson — 127X; and James Welsh, 
Woodland Hills, Calif. — 113X ... 
Also, consider that the 1600 shooters 
were being pressed by the National 
Record-holders of the 1600 and 3200 
Any Sight Aggregates, the “1600 
King”, two National Champions, the

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National Record-holder for the Any 
Sight English Match Aggregate, and 
two Critchfield Course 3200 shooters! 
It has been a number of years since 
Vic Auer has dropped a point with 
scope in competition ... Just an il- 
lustration of what luck is all about! 

The 1968 Pacific States Fall Round- 
Up Champ was a graceful winner... 
and it was a pleasure to congratulate 
LT. DEAN BAHRMAN on his first 
Western shooting tour. After the 
opening match, he recovered his cool 
and from then on the 400’s kept “tabu- 
lating”. It was as though Dean felt 
an obligation to the 116 competitors 
— including 58 Masters — to fulfill 
what was expected of the firer of the 
most perfect Critchfield score of all 
— 3200-277X. 

Interesting to note that Bahrman 
uses two scopes alternately — the 
20X Lyman with 5/8 dot at long range 
and a Unertl, set at 20X, with 1/8 dot 
for short range. With irons, it was 
Anschutz all the way. His Anschutz 
rifle in a modified prone stock was 
equipped with Anschutz sights. Barh- 
man and Adams, who were traveling 
together, fired the same lot of Eley 
Tenex ammo — WG-514. 

Even though his 10X metallic lead 
over Adams dwindled to a 3X ad- 
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vantage in the Grand Aggregate, it 
was a comfortable victory; that is, 
after Bill Krilling, who had the high 
X-count. dumped a point at 50-meters 
any. A year ago, it was a tie between 
John Writer and Ray Green as Writer 
won the Fall Round-Up by a Creed- 
moor over Green’s 3199-257X — a bit 
close for comfort.
